The S taunton V indicator, V a., has the fol­ 
lowing, in reference to recent reported discov­ 
eries or different varieties of fo3silated m ar­ 
ble in A ugusta County, in th at S ta te : 
" A 
few days 9ince a num ber of gentlem en visited 
the locality and found first, on the west side 
of lh* small stream which winds its way by 
Craigsville, south of the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railroad, an im m ense deposit of gray m arble, 
in height about IOO feet, and running from a 
quarter to a lialf-mile. 
On tho east side of the 
creek and in alose proxim ity, the pink varie­ 
gated is found lying in corresponding strata, 
about the sam e height, while in Hie lowlands 
it appears of a m ahogany color, variegated 
with white, and showing num berless beautiful 
fossils: and probably on going deeper on tho 
hillside will preserve th a t color. As the m oun­ 
tain is ascended in a south-nasterly direction, 
the gray and pink variegated alternate, prob­ 
ably a q u arter of a mile in width, aud about 
Che sam e height, 
until the interm ixture of 
black, gray, light green, and w hite is reach­ 
ed, lying iii horizontal strata several hundred 
feet in height, when a beautiful fossilised gray, 
exposed by m ountain stream s, cull lie ascend­ 
ed lo within about a quarter of a mile of tile 
tip , when a jet black m arble is found, lying, 
as all the re.-t, in horicoutal strata, and run­ 
ning over the top of the m ountain, aud in u 
northerly direction with the m ountain and to 
Its base near the C hesapeake and Ohio Rail­ 
road. 
It was a novelly to those present to 
see rude stone fences and the ab utm ents of 
railroad bridges built of what has heretofore 
been supjiosed to be lim estone, but, upon ex­ 
am ination, of tile m ost beautiful m arble, and 
w hat excited the greatest surprise was to see 
a rude negro cabin, near tho sum m it of the 
m ountain, scarcely wortli $5, with a large 
chim ney of the different varieties of m arble, 
worth probably $500.” 


A m m o n ia Ice ^ a c h ille s . 


It is a well-known fact th a t when a liquid 
is converted into gas it abstracts a certain 
am ount of heat from the surrounding objects, 
and lienee liquids which volatilize readily are 
said to produce a certain am ount of c o ld — 
Ether, when placed on the skin, evaporates so 
rapidly as to produce tho sensation of ex­ 
trem e cold. 
G ases, like sulphurous acid, ni­ 
trous oxide, carbonic acid, and am m onia, 
which may be liquefied by pressure, produce 
very intense cold if allowed to orajiorate rap­ 
idly, winch is done by rem oving the pressure. 
H ie ap paratus invented by C. F. Carre, cf 
Paris, for freezing w ater by m eans of am m o­ 
nia, consists of a generator and a receiver 
m ade of iron boiler-plate, and connected by 
m eans of a strong iron tube. 
In the g en era­ 
tor is placed a solution of am m onia saturated 
at 33 deg. Fahrenheit, which is heated by 
m eans of a suitable furnace, while tho em pty 
receiver is immersed in cold water. 
On heat­ 
ing the solution of am m onia the gas is driven 
off and collected in the receiver, whero it is 
condensed to a liquid as soon as the pressure 
passes ten atm ospheres. 
The receiver is con­ 
structed with a cylindrical space, into which a 
closely fitting vessel filled with w ater is now 
placed, and tho ap p aratu s is reversed, lbs 
generator tieing im m erse J in the w ater. 
H ic 
liquefied am nionia, having the pressure re­ 
moved, passe* again into the gaseous state, 
and is re-absorbed by th e w ater iu tile gener­ 
ator. 
By this m eans largo quantities of ice 
are produced in tropical countries a t a rea­ 
sonable price. 
None of the gas is w asted,and 
the only expenses are for labor, ap p aratu s 
and Uio\.T-Eiiiraril J. Mattock, in Journal oj 
Applied Chemistry. 


H o w lo li a i s e M elo n * . 
Tho following unique plan, which we find 
adrift w ithout credit, is said to be tho one 
long in use by a m an who bas bad rem ark­ 
able .success in grow ing melons. 
We sujqiose 
it would answ er equally well with squashes 
and sim ilar p lan ts: “ I dig boles 
12 inches 
square, eight or IO inches deep; fill up with 
well-rotted horse m anure to the surface. 
On 
tliis put two inches of soil. Then tak e a four- 
inch flower p o t; set In the center; draw the 
rem ainder of the soil around the pot, uutil Hie 
soil is about four inches deep, then giving the 
pot a tw ist round, w ithdraw it. 
Tins leaves 
a hole four inches deep by four wide. 
In this 
drop five or six seeds, and cover to the depth 
of three-quarters of an inch. 
Over this place 
a pane of six by eight glass, pressing it light­ 
ly to fit close. 
I then give no m ore attention 
till the plants are touching the glass. 
Then 
go through, taking a small stone, raise up 
one end of th e glass w ith it; this adm its of a 
circulation of a ir over the plants and hardens 
them . 
In about throe days more rem ove the 
glass entirely. 
By Ibis tim e they will be in 
the rough leaf; thin out to three plants in a 
hill, draw a little fine soil srouud them , up as 
high as the seed leaf, and the work is done.”

Some of the G reenland glaciers attain a 
vast size. 
Dr. K ane reports the g reat H um ­ 
boldt glacier as sixty miles at its term ination. 
Its seaw ard face rises abruptly from the level

M a r b le U ik c o v e n e s . 
The Staunton Vindicator, Va.,’ haa the fol­ 
lowing, in reference to recent reported discov­ 
eries of different varieties of fo3siIated mar­ 
ble in Augusta County, in that State: “ A 
few days since a number of gentlemen visited 
the locality and found first, on the west side 
of the small stream which winds its way by 
Craigsville, south of the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railroad, an immense deposit of gray marble, 
in height about 100 feet, and running from a 
quarter to a half-mile. 
Ou tho east side oí the 
creek and in close proximity, the pink varie­ 
gated is found lying in corresponding strata, 
about the same height, while in the lowlands 
it appears of a mahogany color, variegated 
with white, and showing numberless beautiful 
fossils: and probably on going deeper on tho 
hillside will preserve that color. As the moun­ 
tain is ascended in a soulh-aasteriy direction, 
the gray and pink variegated alternate, prob­ 
ably a quarter of a mile in width, and about 
the same height, until the intermixture of 
black, gray, light green, and white is reach­ 
ed, lying in horizontal strata several hundred 
feet in height,when a beautiful fossilated gray, 
exposed by mountain streams, can be ascend­ 
ed to within about a quarter of a mile of the 
tip, when a jet black marble is found, lying, 
as all the rest, in horizontal strata, and run­ 
ning over the top of the mountain, and in a 
northerly direction with the mountain and to 
base near the Chesapeake and Ohio Rail­ 
road. 
It was a novelty to those present to 
see rude stone fences and tho abutments of 
railroad bridges built of what has heretofore 
beeu supposed to be limestone, but, upon ex­ 
amination, of the most beautiful marble, and 
what excited the greatest surprise was to see 
rude negro cabin, near tho summit of the 
mountain, scarcely wortii $5, with a large 
chimney of the different varieties of marble, 
wortii probably $500.” 


A m m o n ia Ice M ach in es. 


It is a well-known fact that when a liquid 
is converted into gas it abstracts a certain 
amount of heat from the surrounding objects, 
and hence liquids which volatilize readily are 
said to produce a certain amount of cold.— 
Ether, when placed on the skin, evaporates so 
rapidly as to produce the sensation of ex­ 
treme cold. 
Gases, like sulphurous acid, ni­ 
trous oxide, carbonic acid, and ammonia, 
which may be liquefied by pressure, produce 
very intense cold if allowed to evaporate rap­ 
idly, which is done by removing the pressure. 
The apparatus invented by C. F. Carre, of 
Paris, for freezing water by means of ammo­ 
nia, consists of a generator and a receiver 
made of iron boiler-plate, and connected by 
means of a strong iron tube. 
In the genera­ 
tor is placed a solution of ammonia saturated 
at 33 deg. Fahrenheit, which is heated by 
means of a suitable furnace, while tho empty 
receiver is immersed in cold water. 
On heat­ 
ing the solution of ammonia the gas is driven 
off and collected in the receiver, whero it is 
condensed to a liquid as soon a3 the pressure 
passes ten atmospheres. 
The receiver is con­ 
structed with a cylindrical space, into which a 
closely fitting vessel filled with water is now 
placed, and the apparatus is reversed, the 
enerator being immersed in the water. 
The 
liquefied ammonia, having the pressure re­ 
moved, passes again into the gaseous state, 
and is re-absorbed by the water in the gener­ 
ator. 
By this means largo quantities of ice 
are produced in tropical countries at a rea­ 
sonable price. 
None of the gas is wasted,and 
the only expenses are for labor, apparatus 
and h\Q\.—Edward J. Ilallock, in Journal of 
Applied Chemistry. 


H o w to R a ise M elon s. 
Tho following unique plan, which we find 
adrift without credit, is said to be the one 
long in use by a man who has had remark­ 
able success in growing melons. 
We suppose 
it would answer equally well witli squashes 
and similar plants: “ I dig holes 12 inches 
square, eight or 10 inches deep; fill up with 
well-rotted horse manure to the surface. 
Ou 
this put two inches of soil. Then take a four- 
inch flower pot; set in the center; draw the 
remainder of the soil around the pot, until the 
soil is about four inches deep, then giving the 
pot a twist round, withdraw it. 
This leaves 
a hole four inches deep by four wide. 
In this 
drop five or six seeds, and cover to the depth 
of three-quarters of an inch. 
Over this place 
a pane of six by eight glass, pressing it light­ 
ly to fit close. 
I then give no more attention 
till the plants are touching the glass. 
Then 
go through, taking a small stone, raise up 
one end of the glass with it; this admits of a 
circulation of air over the plants and hardens 
them. 
In about three days more remove the 
lass entirely. 
By this time they will be in 
the rough leaf; thin out to three plants in a 
hill, draw a little fine soil around them, up as 
high as the seed leaf, and the work is done.” 


f jir c cn la n il G l a c i e r s . 
Some of tho Greenland glaciers attain a 
vast size. 
Dr. Kane reports the great Hum­ 
boldt glacier as sixty mile3 at its termination. 
It3 seaward face rises abruptly from tho level 
of the crater to a height of three hundred 
feet, but it i* not known how deep it may ex­ 
tend under the sea. 
Another important ice- 
stream is the Glacier of Eisblink, on the 
northwest part of the island. 
It projects sea­ 
ward so as to form a promontory thirteen 
miles in length. 
It comes from an unknown 
distance in the interior, and plunges deeply 
into the sea .—Popular Science Monthly.

With all the 
outcry about the iniquity and wickedness of 
the presa, its aptness for lying, or its fondness 
for sensations, there is no one profession 
which contributes so much unrequited labor, 
or to much money In proportion lo its mean*, 
or so much force, to every philanthropic, be­ 
nevolent or humanitarian object as the edi­ 
torial fraternity. 
The columns of every paper 
are always freely open to the advocacy of 
every measure rn which the welfare of the 
people Is at stake, and no charitable enter­ 
prise appeals to them in vain.

Toe Rumsellere held their meeting last night 
at Washington Hall. 
In accordance with our 
custom of giving both sides a show, we pres­ 
ent a full report of th* proceedings, except 
th* German speeches, which our reporter is 
unable to render. 
The meeting seems to 
have been preliminary, Its main business l»e- 
ing the appointment of a committee on reso­ 
lutions, which will report ai a future meeting. 
The arguments presented were very thin, and 
absurdly illogical. 
For instance, Mr. Jona­ 
than W. Hasbrouck boldly asserts that some­ 
body’s religious rights are denied when deal­ 
ers are not allowed to sell liquor on Sundays.

become a peril to everybody else’s, because lie 
violates the very freedom which the speaker 
demanded 90 strenuously. 
Tho more of this 
religion he has in him the more dangerous he 
becomes to his neighbors, and even to his 
friends. 
But new converts are proverbially 
over-zealous, aud we will wait till we hear 
from tho Germans themselves before we be­ 
lieve they consider a lager keg the ark of 
their God. 
The commonwealth deals with liquor felling 
on the Sabbath for still other reasons than be­ 
cause it violates religious sentiment. 
The 
record of every pollco court from Maine to 
California swells to frightful proportions every 
Monday morning. Many large establishments 
make it a rule to pay their employees on Mon 
days, because their idleness with full j>ockets 
on Sundays wastes the larger share of their 
earnings. 
If not a drop of liquor were sold 
in this city on Sundays we would need a cou­ 
ple more savings banks instead of a dozen 
more policemen, and if none were sold on any 
day ww could have the new ones and double 
the d e b i t s of the old ones besides.

the sale of liquor to a minor or a drunken 
person. 
Out of the 178 persons who sell liquor 
In this city probably 150 arc* liablo to impris­ 
onment for ninety days and a fine of $100. 
The dealers arc reported to be raising $20,000. 
Let them devote $15,000 to paying tho fines 
which are Justly due the Commissioners of 
Alms from those 150 dealers. 
For these deal­ 
ers, with such indisputable facts as those 
demonstrating their disregard for the statutes, 
to talk al>oul violations of their legal rights is 
(lie height of absurdity.

And the President 
is in Philadelphia, too; is he looking for a 
candidate there ? Don’t Kemble live in that 
city—the man whose “particular friend,George 
O. Evans,” was “put throagh as you would 
me;” and does not be understand “addltiou, 
division and silence?” 
The Sun has found a saving streak in the 
character of Informer Jayne, and that con­ 
sists in his having once denounced a man 
worse than himself. Glad to hear it, we are 
sure. Now won’t the two-cent luminary favor 
us with a revised edition of Benedict Arnold’s 
biography ? Likely, after all, it was Washing­ 
ton, not Arnold, who tried to betray his 
country. 
Is there not an old adage to the eflect that 
“ when thieves fall out honest men get their 
dues ?•” Perhaps the association if unwar­ 
rantable, but when we heard that Butler was 
going to prosecute Judge Diirell, we felt that 
ancient saw rising up from the bottom of our 
memory. Now here is a chance for Ben to be 
useful; the Durell case has beeu lingering on 
the docket long enough and the Essex states­ 
man is the man to hurry it to a conclusion as 
unexpectedly creditable to him a3 it is desired 
by the whole country. 


Boston is aroused and has blown a tremen­ 
dous blast against ioflation; the cradle of lib­ 
erty was set to rocking by the impetus of six 
thousand feet, and “ hard money’’ was the 
cry.

these, as Mr. Croly knows, are a nuisance. 


The Hnmaellera’ m eeting. 
Tae Ramsellers held their meeting last night 
at Washington Hall. In accordance with our 
custom of giving both sides a show, we pres­ 
ent a full report of tho proceedings, except 
the German speeches, which our reporter Is 
unable to render. The meeting seems to 
have been preliminary, its main business be­ 
ing the appointment of a committee on reso­ 
lutions, which will report at a future meeting. 
The arguments presented were very thin, and 
absurdly illogical. For instance, Mr. Jona­ 
than W. Hasbrouck boldly asserts that some­ 
body’s religious rights are denied when deal 
ers are not allowed to sell liquor on Sundays 
We very much doubt whether any German is 
prepared to adopt Mr. H.’s advanced views 
on the subject and agree with him in claiming 
drinking to be a religious duty. Any argu­ 
ment finds its perfection in its ultimate, and 
when Mr. H.’s devotee to drinking has fully 
surrendered himself to his religion lie has then 
become a peril to everybody el3e’s, because lie 
violates the very freedom which the speaker 
demanded so strenuously. The more of this 
religion he has in him the more dangerous he 
becomes to his neighbors, and even to his 
frieuds. But new converts are proverbially 
over-zealous, aüd we will wait till we hoar 
from the Germans themselves before we be­ 
lieve they consider a lager keg the ark of 
their God. 
The commonwealth deals with liquor íelling 
on the Sabbath for still other reasons than be­ 
cause it violates religious sentiment. The 
record of every polico court from Maine to 
California swells to frightful proportions every 
Monday morning. Many large establishments 
make it a rule to pay their employees on Mon 
days, because their idleness with full pockets 
on Sundays wastes the larger share of their 
earnings. If not a drop of liquor were sold 
ia this city on Sundays we would need a cou­ 
ple more savings banks instead of a dozen 
more policemen, and if none were sold on any 
day we could have the new ones and double 
the deposits of the old ones besides. Politi 
cal economists who never pretended to mix a 
particle of religion with their reasoning have 
set down Sundays with open dram shops as 
the days of more peril to society than all the 
other six combined. Stiut up every groggery 
and society could discharge three-quarters of 
its poliee, tear down fivc-3ixths of its jails 
and prisons, and retire half its Judges. Let 
the rum shops be doubled and we might near 
ly as well inaugurate communism, for proper 
ty would be practically valueless, because sut 
ject to continual danger. 
Neither were the other speakers more for 
túnate in their claims that temperance men 
are violating the law. The very law under 
which these liquor dealers sell prohibits them 
from selling a drop on Sunday; and we ven 
ture the opinion that these dealers would find 
it a very difficult task to present a dosen of 
their number who do not constantly violate 
another provision oí the law which prohibits 
the sale of liquor to a minor or a drunken 
person. Out of the 178 persons who sell liquor 
in this city probably 150 are liable to impris 
onment for ninety days and a fine of $100 
The dealers are reported to be raising $20,000 
Let them devote $15,000 to paying tho fines 
which aro justly due the Commissioners of 
Alms from those 150 dealers. For these deal 
ers, with such indisputable facts as tbes 
demonstrating their disrogard for the statutes, 
to talk about violations of their legal rights 
the height of absurdity.

With all the 
outcry about the iniquity and wickedness of 
the press, its aptness for lying, or its iondness 
for sensations, there is no one profession 
which contributes so much unrequited labor, 
or so much money in proportion to its means,' 
or so much force, to every philanthropic, be­ 
nevolent or humanitarian object as the edi­ 
torial fraternity. The columns of every paper 
are always freely open to the advocacy of 
every measure in which the welfare or the 
people is at stake, and no charitable enter­ 
prise appeals to them in vain. 
Put an editor 
in a benevolent enterprise, or charitable as­ 
sociation, and it's got a steam-engine at work; 
while an editorial office ¡3 usually the first re­ 
sort for every solicitor for alms and every 
agent for charitable societies. 
Editors may 
be given to lying, but they have charity 
enough to cover a multitude of sins.

D. G. Croly is a far-sighted economist and 
gives us his ideas of cremation from that point 
of view. “ The dead,” says Mr. Croly, “ fer­ 
tilize the soli” and thus continue to be useful 
even after their duties as living men and wo­ 
men have ceased. This would have more 
strength as a practicable argument if it were 
allowable to turn cemeteries into gardens. 
There being several objections to this, all the 
fertilizing force which may arise from defunct 
bodies must percolate through the soil from 
the centres or decomposition towards tillable 
fields and lots.

Inasmuch as we unquestionably 
absorb the nature of our food, we should iu 
this way imbibe, or rather chew up and as­ 
similate, the seeds of rottenness and immor­ 
ality, while, on the other hand, we shonld

He 
briefly stated the object of the meeting and 
characterized tho action of the commissioners 
as a revival of old Kuow-notliing principles, 
and called on ull Germans to join in tho out­ 
cry agaiust such a system, the former history 
of which is too well known. 
Addresses denunciatory of Knownothingiam 
ere delivered by Mr. Kauffman, President of 
the German society, ex-Gov. E. Solamon, Wiley 
Walack, Dr. Rupert, lleotor of St. Matthew’s 
Church, Oswald Ottendorfer, Dr. Tlieo. Iler- 
denfeldt, August Koch and others. A series 
of resolutions were adopted condemning the 
present workings of the Emigration Commis­ 
sion and calling on the representatives of the 
city in the Legi3lature'to take immediate steps 
for a repeal of the law of 1873, and the speedy 
restoration of the former privilege and powers 
of the Presidents of the German and Irish so­ 
cieties, in the absence of which emigrants are 
so badly treated that emigration to this couu­ 
try is being materially interiered with.

est shall be paid. 
The amendmeut was accepted by Mr. Mer- 
rimon. 
A number of amendments were offered and 
rejected, when the question recurred on sub­ 
stituting Merrimon’s substitute us amended 
by Scott for the bill of the committee, and it 
was adopted- yeae29 nays 24.

It also directs that As­ 
sessors shall not assess any railroad which has 
uot for twelve months preceding paid a divi­ 
dend of over $1,900 per mile. 
Mr. WAEHNER presented a petition signed 
by 8,000 citizens of New York asking for the 
passage or Aivord’s bill to amend the excise 
law. 
Mr. LEAKE said lie had had sent to him a 
petilition in favor of Eastman’s rapid transit 
bill. On looking over the signatures he said 
lie was satisfied it was a fraud, as one address 
was given as No. 1,274 Battery Place. Seve­ 
ral other petitions on the same subject were 
presented. 
On motion of Mr. BATCIIELLER to-mor­ 
row was fixed as the time for the election of 
a State Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
Mr. BURRITT offered a concurrent resolu­ 
tion calling on our Senators and Representa­ 
tives to take action in favor of free bankin; 
Laid over. 
Mr. EASTMAN moved that his rapid transit 
bill be made a special order for Wednesday 
next. 
The hill amending the act fixing legal holi­ 
days was ordered to a third reading. 
Adjourned.

Joseph S. HiIl,Juo. G. Mindrum, 
Herbert M. Hover, Thomas Rogers, Elijah 
Travis, Wm. *S. Longendyke, Hiram Boice, 
Dewitt C. Davis and Clark North were then 
appointed 
as a Law and Order Commit­ 
tee, to attend lo the enforcement of the license 
law, the Sunday law, and any other law per­ 
taining to the traffic of liquor, and to prose­ 
cute every violator of them. 
The pledge was 
circulated during tho meeting and signed by a 
large number of persons. 
This pledge is an 
agreem ent not to manufacture, sell or use in­ 
toxicating liquors aa a beverage, nor to lease 


a building with the privilege to the lessee to 
sell liquor therein, or sell a lot to a person 
know iog that sach buyer Intends to manufac­ 
ture or sell liquor od the same. 
On Wednes­ 
day evening a temperance meeting VHI be 
held in the M. E. Church, and on Saturday 
evening another will Ik? held in tho Reformed 


An Old Hudson mror Pilot’s It ecol. 
lections of Early Steamboat! and 
Early bays of Hondout. 


I long since promised to furnish you my re­ 
collections of the Hudson River steamboats, 
more particularly the boats running out of the 
Rondout creek. 
My first sight of a steam boat 
wa3 in the summer of 1827, while on my way 
from Western New York to visit your father, 
who, at that time, was resident engineer on 
the Delaware & Hudson Canal," then In course 
of construction, having charge of that woik 
from the Hudson to the Delaware River. 


On arriving at Albany I saw steamboat 
handbills posted u p and beaded “ Through by 
Daylight,” The famous North America, then 
nearly a new boat, being the only one at that 
time making any pretensions to a daylight pas­ 
sage from Albany to New York. I was so fortu­ 
nate as to be a passenger on that famous 
steam boat,which no one supposed would ever 
be equalled,either in point of speed or beauty. 
Let me describe her, as she is remembered, 
rushing down the river among the islands on 
that long ago summer morniug. 
She had but 
one deck—the ladies’ cabin, gentlemen’s cab- 
iu and dining cabin all being below. 
The 
ladies’ cabin was reached through a small, 
slide companion-way, well aft, and it was sep­ 
arated from the dining cabin by heavy dam­ 
ask curtains. 
All the cabins were readied in 
the same way, the stairs being hardly wide 
enough for two persons to pass on them.-— 
Tho ladies’ and dining cabins were, as I 
thought, beautifully carpeted. 
On deck, just 
forward of the water wheel, was a small bouse 
used as a kitchen, which was the only ob­ 
struction on her deck, and I was told by one 
of the deck hands, whom I ventured to ask, 
that .she was one hundred and seventy-Av* 
feet long. 
She had two low pressure engines 
connected on one continuous shaft, her cranks 
being attached to her shaft at right angles 
will) each other to prevent them stopping on 
the ceator. 
This was 9aid to be the invention 
of Robert I.. Stevens, lier owner, and on the 
discovery of which ho cried “ Eureka!” lier 
guards tapered from lier paddle wheels aft, 
making her very narrow at tho stern. 
She 
was steered by a wheel raised on a platform 
forward of and near her engines, with nothing 
to cover her pilot, John Gould, who died at 
Hoboken on March 5th of the present year, 
but a canvas awning about six by eight feet 
in dimensions. 
Forward, gho was shaped 
like most of the boats of those days; lier stern 
being about the shape of a sleigh runner, with 
a 
bowsprit extending out ten or twelve 
feet, Hut for what purposo I never learn­ 
ed, 
as 
no 
rigging 
of 
uny 
kind 
was attached to it. 
She had 
a square 
stern with a taffrail running square across 
from one quarter to tho other; her rudder- 
post came up through lier deck, and she had 
a short tiiler to which her whcel-ropcs were 
attached. 
Chains for steering steamboats 
were never used until after the destruction of 
the Lexington by tire on Long Island Sound 
in December, 1811. 
The foregoing is a rough 
description of the steamboat North America 
of that day, tho wonder—the fastest steam­ 
boat in Hie world. 
A few years later she was 
somewhat improved in accommodations by- 
having a ladies’ saloon built on deck and other 
modern improvements effected. 
She was to­ 
tally destroyed by ice at Albany in January, 
1810. 
This was all new aud wonderful to mc, and 
ot course made a deep impression on my 
mind. 
The other steamers on the river were 
the Albany, forming the day line with the 
North America; the Constitution and the 
Constellation forming the night line; the last 
two, however, were much smaller boats than 
the North America and never presumed to 
post bills headed “ through by daylight.” 
The next spriug I returned to Kingston, or 
rather the Strand, a3 Rondout was then called 
to remain, arriving at your father's home on 
the l?lb of April, 1828. 
Your father and 
motlier had then just commenced keeping 
house in what was called “ the Van Gaaalreck 
house,” the only one on the hill, aud the only- 
house atw een Hie old Mansion House aud the 
junction of tilt* Strand and Point roads, where 
Mr. Frederick Stephan's house now stands. 
The following were the only buildings compos­ 
ing Rondout in ibosc days: 
Tile residence of 
the late Hon. Abraham Hasbrouck; the old 
Mansion House, called at that time Swart’* 
tavern; a large fram e building where the 
Masonic Hall building now is, two oh! stone 
buildings opposite the Mansion House, where 
Samson’s brick store is, two old stone build­ 
ings on the dock where Hon. Thomas Cornell’s 
storehouses now stand, the did red store occu­ 
pied tty Mr. Abraham Hasbrouck as a retail 
store and a warehouse adjoining called “ the 
new store,” now occupied by Messrs. Roilier A 
T rem or. 
One old dilapidated building stood 
a little west of the Mansion House under the 
rocks, aud iu 1829 it was occupied by Mr. B. 
J. Seward, a brother to Hon. William II. 
Seward, as the office of the Delaware Si Hud­ 
son Canal Company. 
In addition to there 
bouses was the old stone Grin house and mill 
of Abraham Hasbrouck, near where the sta ­ 
bles of Jansen Hasbrouck now stand. 
This 
was Rondout, or tho Stroud, in the spriug and 
summer of 1828. 
The first building added to 
these was the small frame one adjoining the 
residence of Mr. S. I). Coyken lait, but others 
soon followed. 
My first employment in Rondout was in the 
capacity of clerk by the finn of Hornbeck, 
Ellis Si Co., composed of your father, l’hilip 
Hornbeck, late of Rochester, Ulster county, 
and Thomas Ellis. 
They commenced a mer­ 
cantile and freighting business, running a 
lino of sloops from the Strand to Now York. 
During the .summer one of their captains 
wishing to retire from the river I was duly in­ 
stalled as captain of tho sloop Eliza, knowing 
about as much of river navigation as I did of 
navigation to the moon. 
I found a man on 
board,howcurerlwho understood aud performed 
that part of tho business in an able and faith­ 
ful manner during that season. 
I brought to 
Rondout the two first locomotive-engiues ever 
seen iii America, and transported to New 
Y'ork the first coal that arrive® through Hie 
caual. 
Six boats arrived on the 18th day of 
December, 1828, having on board seventy-six 
tons, eleven hundred, all told. 
I received it 
on board the sloop and took it to New Y'ork 
aud distributed it mainly among the directors 
of the Delaware & Hudson Canal Company. 
In the early part of this season the first steam ­ 
boat arrived in Rondout creek; she was called 
the “ Rondont,” and was intended to tow ca­ 


n a l boats from Eddyville to Roudout. 
She 
had a high pressure engine of about ten-horse 
power, about ten feet beam, about five feet 
guards, so cut up forward aud aft that a man 
walking across her deck would roll her guards 
nearly to the water. 
She was commanded by 
Captain Henry Battle. 
Tlu? next boat in the creek was the old Con­ 
gress, which .commenced runuihg early in 
1829 from Twaalfskill, now \V ilbur. 
\\ el., shi­ 
v as a sight! she was so badly hogged you 
would be unable to say which way the water 
would run to get cfi ber deck. 
She was about 
the Shu;* of a catfish-all there was of her 
appeared to be forw ard-m achinery and 
all. 
Her narrow hull, running away aft with hard­ 
ly any -uards.artd in so many different shapes, 
she looked as though she was about lo part 
somewhere between her coginc and ber stern 
at every turn of lier wheels. 
Her cabin was 
reached by a slide companion-way near her 
stern jwst, that at a distance looked like a 
hen coop unintentionally left on deck. 
She 
continued to run from Twaalfskill to New 
Y'ork. towing m arket barges from Poughkeep­ 
sie and Milton, under command of Captain 
Deal), until the closo of 1830, when Mr. Thorn. 
Sheol, the proprietor of a freighting line from 
Twaalfskill to New Y’ork, boughten interest 
inlier and we saw no more of Captain Dean un­ 
til July, 1832, when he suddenly made his ap­ 
pearance in the creek in command of a snug 
little boat called the Hudson, owned by the 
Poughkeepsie people and intended to tow 
from that place to New Y'ork. 
Captain Dean 
remained in command of the Hudaou until 


IMI, wbw lh* fcobirt I. SUt«oi wm built *t 
Ponckhockie by a company organized by Csp* 
fain Dean and the Kingston people, intending 
to ran the boat from Rondout to Now York 
without lowing, but before the Robert L. was 
completed some difficulty arose between Cap­ 
tain Dean and other subscribers to the stock, 
and the boat was . old out to the old North 
River Association to run between New York 
and Albany, Captain Dean rem aking in oom- 
mand of her about a year. 
The next boat in 
the creek after the Congress was an old boat 
the Delaware A Hudson Canal Company 
bought in Philadelphia called the Delaware, 
which resembled the Congress, only she was 
loaded down with extra machinery to assist 
her over the center. 
She wa3 so filled up be­ 
low her decks with cog wheels, shafts and 
belting that there 
was 
little 
room 
for 
cabins, 
aud 
when she 
came from 
New 
Y'ork 
with 
a 
tow 
the 
few 
^ h ab i­ 
tants of the Strand were informed of her 
approach, or endeavor to approach, several 
hours before her arrival by the rattle and roar 
of lier cog wheels and other extra machinery, 
which could be distinctly heard from below 
the Esopus Meadows; and with two empty 
barges and an ebb tide several hours would 
bo consumed in reaching the mouth of the 
creek after rounding the Meadows. 
The last 
I saw of tho Delaware lier boucs were repos 
iug on the flat above the Company’s boatyard, 
near the South Rondout ferry. 
The next boat to make its appearance in 
the creek was the Victory, Captain Battle 
having been promoted from the little Roudout 
to the command of Hie Victory. 
The Victory 
in those days was a m arvel—she had a ladies’ 
cabio on deck, a promenade deck from lier 
engine clear aft, a pilot boose, and a beam 
engine whit!) was always breaking down. 
Next came the Emerald, like the Congress 
and Hudson, owned by Poughkeepsie people. 
Captain William Tramper commanded the 
Emerald the first season she ran out of the 
creek, but afterward sold out to Captain John 
Ketchum, who remained in her until she was 
caught on the rocks, called “the Sisters,” in 
the Highlands and tank iu deep water.’ Those 
three boats, the Hudson, Victory and Emerald 
were fixtures in the creek for several years, 
and were followed by Hie Norwich, New Jer­ 
sey, Santa Claus, 
Mohegan, 
Highlander, 
North America, Manhattan, 
Alida, Thomas 
Powell, James W. Baldwin, Mary Powell, 
Thomas Cornell, and tho fleet of tho modern 
times which are perhaps better known lo you 
than to myself. 
Tho Victory was owned by Hie Delaware 
A Hudson Canal Company, who employed 
lier In towing coal barges. 
She w*3 con­ 
stantly breaking down until her engine by 
constant repairs had become about a uew one, 
whan the company bccamo disgusted with 
steamboats and sold tho Victory to Captain 
D. I’. Ma ties, giving him a contract to tow 
their coal to New Y’ork for five years at thirty 
seven aud a half cents per ton. 
Captain 
Mapes, one of the most enterprising mon we 
had among us in those days, having started 
an opposition boat, called the General Jack­ 
son, out the creek, he continued in the busi­ 
ness of towing and carrying freight and pass­ 
engers for several years, spending ull the 
profits in building, establishing lines of stages 
and other improvements for Rondout, until 
iq 1844 
the sinking of the Y'ictory and 
other misfortunes so disheartened him that he 
left us to take a new start in the West, where, 
I understand, ho has had the usual variety of 
sunshine and storm, and it is universally con­ 
eeded that ho has Leon the master spirit in 
building the beautiful city of Ripon in Wis­ 
consin, with ita schools aud cottages, but 
with what bcaofil to his own pecuniary inter­ 
est I am unable to say. 
God bless his declin­ 
ing years. 
Now, to return to boats properly called 
North River boat*. running from Albauy to 
New Y'ork: Let it be understood that the four 
beath mentioned in tho opening of this letter 
—the North America, Albany, Constitution 
and Constellation—were wonderful improve­ 
ments on tho class that preceded them, name­ 
ly: the James Keut, Chancellor Livingston and 
Swiftian?. 
Let me try (to give you an idea of 
the latter class: I will take th* best one of the 
lot. 
Late in the fall of 1828, while on board 
my sloop al the foot of Dey street, in New 
Y'ork, one morning tho Jam es Kent canto to 
the end of the pier, and it was aoou rumored 
that tho Delaware A Hudson Caual Company 
wera negotiating for her purchase, to run her 
out of the creek. 
About IO o'clock Mr. John 
Bolton, then President of the company, was 
seen coining up the pier and then to go on 
board the James Kent. 
Curiosity led several 
persons, myself among the number, to follow 
Mr. Bolton. 
That gentleman inquired for the 
engineer of the steamer, and that august in­ 
dividual having preheated himself, Mr. Bolton 
asked: 
“ Are you the engineer of this boat! " 
“ I am ,” was the reply. 
“ Are the engine anil boiler in good condi­ 
tio n ?” 
“ They are.” 
“ How long does it take to make a trip to 
Albany ? ” 
“ That depends on the weather and tide.” 
“ How much wood do you burn in makiug 
the passage?" (all boats used wood for fuel in 
those days.I 
“ Well, that depends on the weather and 
tide, too.” 
“ Supposeeverything is favorable,?" 
“ lf we start on th* first of the flood aud 
have fair wind, I think we can make th* pass­ 
age with ninety corJs of wood.” 
This was encouraging, as the boat was 
schooner rigged, carried immense square top­ 
sails, and the ninety cords of wood to be of 
the best quality of yellow pine, well seasoned, 
at from five to six dollars per cord. 
It was several years after this that any oue 
could be induced to try Ilia experiment of 
burning coal in a steamer's furnaces to make 
steam ,aud tho first boat that n e r tried it with 
perfect success w as‘tho North America Dum­ 
ber two, the boat which was afterward owned 
by Messrs. Router A Tramper, and which ran 
from their dock in Roudout. She reduced the 
expense of fuel from forty cords of wood at 
about six dollars per cord to eight tons of 
coal at four dollars aud fifty cents per ton.— 
Previous to the appearance of the North and 
South America we had on the river tho Erie, 
Champlain, Troy, Oregon, Empire of Troy, 
Hcndriek Hudson, Isaac Newton aud some 
others, which brings us down to boats of your 
own recollection. 
While on these subjects let me say a word 
About the flagging stone trade, which has be­ 


c o m e an immense business at several points 
on the river. 
The first flagging that appeared 
as an article of trade was late In the fall of 
1829. 
A nun, whose name I,bavo forgotten, 
came down tho canal with a boat load of 
aboat thirty tons. 
Mr. 
John Bolton, tho 
President of the Delaware A Hudson A n a l 
Company, bought about one-third of the cargo 
to flag around what was then called “ The 
President’s house,” now the residence of Mr. 
S. D. Coykendall. The remainder of the cargo 
I consented to take to New Y'ork and en­ 
deavor to sell them for the owner. 
I applied 
to every stone yard in the city, not so many 
of them as now, however, and tried to sell the 
the stone, but found only one man who woul<U 
take the trouble to even examine them. 
He 
was a man named Donaldson. 
Ile would 
make no oiler for them, as he said they were 
something entirely new. 
Brick was then 
used for laying walks except in case of wealthy 
people who could aflordto use what was called 
silver flag, a soft, silvery stone which was 
used in front of some flue residences on Broad­ 
way. 
Being unable to get aa oiler for the 
Hagging I brought them back to Roudoat. 
The next season I shipped them again and 
sold them to Mr. Donaldson by the lump at 
about enough to pay the freight. 
Those were 
the first flagging stone taken from above the 
Highlands to the New York market. 
Whenever you want another chapter from 
my memory let me hear from you.

A meeting Wha held at Washington Hall 
lait evening, lu accordance With a call previ 
ously Issued, to tako action in opposition to 
the temperance movement in this city. About 
150 persons were present, aud the meeting 
was called to order at a little after eight o’ 
clock. 
Several of the liquor dealers at first 
seemed inclined to object to the presence of 
The Freeman representative, but made uo op­ 
position when be told them lie had been es 
pecially requested to be present. 
Some of 
them developed quite a spirit of hostility to 
Tile Freeman, rather illogically denouncing it 
for its opposition to them, while at the same 
time acknowledging that it had published the 
arguments on their side. 
One member was 
very irate against the “tam Methodists” and 
the women. 
The meeting was organized by tho appoint 
ment of the following officers: Hon. Freder­ 
ick Stephan, Chairman; Wm. JIL Scott, Vice 
President; W. L. Hasbrouck, Henry Krciger, 
Secretaries. 
The first speech of the evening was quite a 
lengthy one iu German by Mr. L. Dittos, in 
which we could only understand the frequent 
mention of “Common Council,” “ Excise Com­ 
missioners,” “temperance wives and temper­ 
ance men." 
The following committee to draft resolu­ 
tions to be presented at a future meeting was 
appointed: Jacob Freiiaweb, Caph J. Mycr, M. 
Yellog, Edward Cloonan, Charles Standacber, 
B. Schwalbacli, P. J. Flynn, Marlin Utile, John 
Huber, L. Dittus, W. ii. DiGarmo, Jonathan 
W. Hasbrouck. 
The only speeches in English were by: Jacob 
Fraileweh, B. Kelly and Jonathan W. Has­ 
brouck. 
Mr. FrfHewek stated the object of 
th# meeting, saying it had been called at the 
request of a number of persons who wished 
some action taken upon the subject of the 
selling and drinking of liquor. 
He said that 
he had invited and expected Fred. Horst to he 
present aud address them in German, and 
Arthur J. Mellon in English. 
He went on to 
say that ho advocated the’passago of resolu­ 
tions pledging the liquor dealers not to trade 
with any person opposed to them. We bought 
our bread of the baker, our meat of the butch­ 
er, our groceries of the grocer, mid our hard­ 
ware of the hardware dealer, and lf they op- 
pase us we ought not t j trade with thens. 
(A voice from the audience—“ Don’t forget Mr. 
Fowks in your resolutions; ho is against us.”) 
Mr. Fraileweh—Y'es, we take The Freeman, 
and we like to get it every morning; we pay 
our money for it, and if it goes against us we 
ought not to take it. 
At tho close of Mr. Fieilewoh# rem arks 
some oue called for the reading of Dr. IV ise a 
essay on temperance, a synopsis of which was 
recently published in The Freeman, and it was 
read by Mr. Charles Stephan. 
This occupied 
a considerable length of tim1*, an i was greeted 
with loud applause. 
Calls for various pere ins wore :a uh1,includ­ 
ing Schwalbacli, Kelly, Hasbrouck, Buschke, 
Ssott, Kriegor and Stephan, and after some 
persuasion Mr. Baselike respond • I, speaking 
very excitedly In Get man. 
Mr. Kelly said that Hic essay of Dr. Wise, 
just’ read, was a better argument than ho 
could make, and with which he fully con­ 
curred. 
As most of those present were Ger­ 
mans he thought there ought to Ic* more 
speeches In German. 
Jonathan VV. Hasbrouck wa.- then called on 
and made a brief address. 
Ile said that as lie 
was on the committee on resolutions he did 
not think this the time to make any lcngtljj 
speech, and he would wait until those resolu­ 
tion! were presented to speak more fully. He 
would, however, say this: that he did not be­ 
lieve ia circumscribing any man’s* liberty. 
Tin* wa* one of tire grand principles of our 
institution* that came down to n< from our 
Dutch forefathers. 
It was a man’s right to 
drink ipirituous liquor cr to let it A lone, as lie 
pleased. 
That men were better and happier 
when in a Hat* of sobriety than when drunk 
was true, but tic man has tho right to say 
whether or not his fellow shall drink. 
He al­ 
way* had insisted that no one ba I a right to 
say to another that he must adopt tho Sab­ 
bath, or the doctrine or the practices of any 
one feet, or to say to him bow lie should ob­ 
serve tho Sabbath, 
ll* would say more when 
the resolution* were presented. 
• Tho meeting then adjourned, sn govt to cal', 
and Wednesday evening at Schwalbacli’* w as 
fixed as the time and place for th * meeting of 
the committee on resolutions.

Tire usually quiet little village of Pine Hilt was 
thrown into a terrible excitement Saturday 
morning, by the report of firearms, mingled 
with loud cries of murder, lire, etc., coming 
from tire direction of tire house formerly 
owned by Daniel Sagendorf, hut at that time 
occupied by Richard VY. lid!. 
Charles Smith, 
the Justice of the Reece, immediately sum­ 
moned a }ws$e comitatus, and with his meu 
at Iii* heels made a rush for the place. 
H ap­ 
pily, upon arriving on the premises the tight 
was over; the wreck of the battle-field had 
been partly cleared, and no one was dead. 
This wa* the riot we spoke about in Satur­ 
day’s issue of The Freeman, aud to give the 
full particulars of which, the cause, the fight, 
aud lire remit, we must go back a few years 
to the time when 
Daniel Sagendorf was 
tho happy owner of a handsome farm, with 
buildings, in the village of Fine Hill. 
Sagen­ 
dorf, however, for some unknown cause, did 
not prosper in his business, ail I became deep­ 
ly involved in debt. 
Mr. Richard VV. Hill 
loaned him at different times large amounts 
•f money, and took as security mortgages 
both on the farm aud the personal property. 
On the 15lh of last August, Sagendorf sold the 
place to Hill, giving bim u deed therefor.— 
Soon after a judgm ent was recovered against 
him for several hundred dollars by Sabler, 
Reynolds A Dubois, hardware merchant* of 
this city; and upon an execution being re­ 
turned unsatisfied, Sagendorf was cit»d be­ 
fore the Comity Judge. 
It being then found 
that the property had all boon disposed of, the 
•bove-naaicJ creditors petitioned to force him 
into bankruptcy. 
Her* then commenced the 
fight between the Sabler firm and Richard VV. 
HUL 
Sageudorf rem ai ne J Uue to the Hill inter* 
ost iu the property. 
A day was fixed for the 
appointment of un assignee, which created 
considerable of a light between the opposing 
parties, the Sillier putty wanting Charles G. 
Cooper 
appointe!, 
while .Daniel palm ed 
that Ham. Humphrey was the proper man. 
The Sallier party lr.a .iplied, aud Cooper was 
duly appointed. 
I i mo meantime Sagendorf 
occupied the farm 
a laborer under the pay 
of Richard W. Hill, until about two months 
ago, when he left the plaeo aud moved into a 
house in another part of tho village. 
Hill 
moved on the premises, and look formal pos­ 
session of tho property. 
About this limo Sagendorf begat) to show 
some signs of dissatisfaction, aud finally al­ 
lied himself with Sallier A Co., deserting Mr. 
Hill entirely. 
Cha*. G. Cooper, the assignee, 
received orders to sell the personal property, 
aud advertised such sale to take place on the 
third day of April, or Friday last. 
On Wed­ 
nesday of last week, Mr. Hill caum to this 
city, aud soon after received a dispatch that 
Sageudorf had stormed his house and after a 
hard fight managed to retain possession of 
one room. 
Hill immediately jumped aboard 
the train, aud ui>on arriving at Pine Hill, 
found that Sagendorf, in order to g et pos­ 
session so as to give tho assignee a [chance to 
sell, had actually forced uno of the rooms of 
the house, and moved his family aud furniture 
into it. 
Not caring to proceed to extremities 
without a reinforcement, a telegram was sent 
to his brother, Win. D. Hill (better known 
perhaps as ‘VBill Hill”), who on Thursday af­ 
ternoon repaired to the scene. 
After a con- 


•ultaUot), tba Hill party then charged on the 
Sagendorf works, and capturing,most of the 
furniture threw It outside, then barricaded the 
doors and prepared for a siege.

An Old Hudion River Pilot’s Pecol* 
lections ol Enrir Steamboat» and 
Early Bay» of Hondout. 
I long since promised to furnish you my re­ 
collections of the Hudson River steamboats, 
more particularly the boats running out or the 
Rondout creek. My first sight of a steamboat 
was iu the summer of 1827, while on my way 
from Western New York to visit your father, 
who, at that time, wa3 resident engineer on 
the Delaware & Hudson Canal,’ theu in course 
of con struct ion, having charge of that woik 
from the Hudson to the Delaware River. 
On arriving at Albany I saw steamboat 
handbills posted up and headed “Through by 
Daylight.” The famous North América, • then 
nearly a new boat, being the only one at that 
time making any pretensions to a daylight pas­ 
sage from Albany to New York. I was so fortu­ 
nate as to be a passenger on that famous 
steamboat,which no one supposed would ever 
be equalled,either in point of speed or beauty. 
Let mo describe her, as she is remembered, 
rushing down the river among the islands on 
that long ago summer inorniug. She had but 
one deck—the ladies’ cabin, gentlemen’s cab- 
iu and dining cabin all being below. 
The 
ladies’ cabin was reached through a small, 
slide companion-way, well aft, and it was sep­ 
arated from the dining cabin by heavy dam­ 
ask curtains. All the cabins were reached in 
the same way, the stairs being hardly wide 
enough for two persons to pass on them.— 
The ladies’ and dining cabins wore, a3 I 
thought, beautifully carpeted. On deck, just 
forward of the water wheel, was a small house 
used as a kitchen, which was the only ob­ 
struction on her deck, and I was told by one 
of the deck hand3, whom I ventured to ask, 
that ábe was one hundred and seventy-fiva 
feet long. She had two low pressure engines 
connected on one continuous shaft, her cranks 
being attached to her shaft at right angles 
with each other to prevent them stopping on 
the center. This was said to be the invention 
of Robert L. Stevens, her owner, and on the 
discovery or which ho cried “Eureka!” Her 
guards tapered from her paddle wheels aft, 
making her very narrow at the stern. She 
was steered by a wheel raised on a platform 
forward of and near her engines, with nothing 
to cover her pilot, John Gould, who died at 
Hoboken on March 5th of the present year, 
but a canvas awning about six by eight feet 
in dimensions. Forward, she was shapod 
like most of the boats of tbo3e days; her stem 
being about the shape of a sleigh runner, with 
a bowsprit exteuding out ten or twelve 
feet, bat for what purpose I never learn­ 
ed, 
as 
no 
rigging 
of 
aDy 
kind 
was attached to it. 
She had a square 
stern with a tatlfail running square across 
from one quarter to the other; her rudder- 
post came up through her deck, and she had 
a short tiller to which hsr wlieel-ropes were 
attached. Chains for steering steamboats 
were never used until after the destruction of 
the Lexingtou by lire on Long Island Sound 
in December, 1841. The foregoing is a rough 
description of the steamboat North America 
of that day, the wonder—the fastest steam­ 
boat in the world. A few years later she was 
somewhat improved in accommodations by 
having a ladies’ saloon built on deck and other 
modern improvements effected. She was to­ 
tally destroyed by ice at Albany in January, 
1810. 
This was all new and wonderful to me, and 
ot course made a deep impression on my 
mind. The other steamers on the river were 
the Albany, forming the day line with the 
North America; the Constitution and the 
Constellation forming the night line; the last 
two, however, were much smaller boats tbau 
the North America and never presumed to 
post bills headed “ through by daylight.” 
The next spring I returned to Kingston, or 
rather ihc Strand, as Rondout was then called 
to remain, arriving at your father's house on 
the 19th of April, 1828. Your father and 
mother had then just commenced keeping 
house in what was called “ the VanGaasbcck 
house,” the only one on the hill, and the only 
house between the old Mansion House aud the 
junction of the Strand and Point roads, where 
Mr. Frederick Stephan’s house now stands. 
The following were the only buildings compos­ 
ing Rondout iu those days: The residence of 
the late Hon. Abraham Hashrouck; the old 
Mansion House, called at that time Swart's 
tavern; a large frame building where the 
Masonic Hall building now is, two old stone 
buildings opposite the Mansion House, where 
Sanson's brick store is, two old stoue build­ 
ings on the dock where Hon. Thomas Cornell's 
storehouses now stand, the Old red store occu­ 
pied by Mr. Abraham Hashrouck as a retail 
store and a warehouse adjoining called “ the 
new store,” now occupied by Messrs. Romer &, 
Tremper. One old dilapidated building stood 
a little west of the Mansion House under the 
rocks, aud iu 1S29 it wa3 occupied by Mr. B. 
J. Seward, a brother to Hon. William II. 
Seward, as the office of the Delaware & Hud­ 
son Canal Company. In addition to the¿e 
bouses was the old stone Lrm house and mill 
of Abraham Hashrouck, near where the sta­ 
bles of Jansen Hashrouck now stand. This 
was Rondout, or the Straud, in the spring and 
summer of 1S28. The first building added to 
these was the small frame one adjoining the 
residence of Mr. S. D. Coykendall, but others 
soon followed. 
My first employment in Rondout was in the 
capacity of clerk by the firm of Hornbeck, 
Ellis & Co., composed of your father, Philip 
Hornbeck, late of Rochester, Ulster county, 
and Thomas Ellis. They commenced a mer­ 
cantile and freighting business, running a 
line of sloop3 fronr the Strand to Now York. 
During the .summer one of their captains 
wishing to retire from the river I was duly in­ 
stalled as captain of tbo sloop Eliza, knowing 
about as much of river navigation as I did of 
navigation to the moon. I found a man on 
board, ho wearer) who understood and performed 
that part of the business in an able and faith­ 
ful manner during that season. I brought to 
Rondout the two first locomolive-engines ever 
seen in America, and transported to New 
York the first coal that arrivefl through the 
canal. Six boats arrived on the 18th day of 
December, 1S28, having on board seventy-six 
toa3, eleven hundred, all told. I received it 
on board the sloop and took it to New York 
and distributed it mainly among the directors 
of the Delaware & Hudson Canal Company. 
In the early part of this season the first steam­ 
boat arrived in Rondout creek; she was called 
the “Rondout,” and was intended to tow ca­ 
nal boats from Eddyville to Rondout. 
She 
had a high pressure engine of about ten-borse 
power, about ten feet beam, about live feet 
"•uards, so cut up forward aud aft that a man 
walking across her deck would roll her guards 
nearly To the water. She was commanded by 
Captain Henry Battle. 
The next boat in the creek was the old Con­ 
gress, which .commenced runnihg early in 
1829 from Twaalfskill, now Wilbur. Wei!, she 
was a sight! she was so badly bogged you 
would be unable to say which way the water 
would run to get oil her deck. She was about 
the shape oí a catfish—all tbere was of her 
appeared to be forward-machinery and all. 
Her narrow bull, running away aft with hard­ 
ly any guards,and in so many diflerent sbapc3, 
she looked as though she was about to part 
somewhere between her engine and her stern 
at every turn of her wheels. Her cabin was 
reached by a slide companion-way near her 
stern post, that at a distance looked like a 
lien coop unintentionally left on deck. 
She 
continued to ran from Twaalfskill to New 
York, towing market barges from Poughkeep­ 
sie and Milton, under command of Captain 
Deau, until the close of 1830, when Mr. Thom. 
Skeel', the proprietor of a freighting line from 
Twaalfskill to Now York, bought'an interest 
in her and we saw no more of Captain Dean un­ 
til July, 1832, when he suddenly made his ap­ 
pearance in the creek in commaud of a snug 
little boat called the Hudson, owned by the 
Poughkeepsie people and intended to tow 
fronTthat place to New York. Captain Dean 
remained in command of the Hudson uutil 


1114. wb«a th» R tbirt L. Stw eai w m built at 
Ponckhockie by a company organized by Cap­ 
tain Dean and the Kingston people, intending 
to run the boat from Rondout to New York 
without lowing, but before the Robert L. was 
completed some difficulty arose between Cap­ 
tain Dean ;md other subscribers to the stock, 
and the boat was ¿old out to the old North 
River Association to ran between New York 
and Albany, Captain Deau remaiuing in oom- 
mand of her about a year. The next boat in 
the creek after the Congress was an old boat 
the Delaware & Hudson Canal Company 
bought in Philadelphia called the Delaware, 
which resembled the Congress, only she was 
loaded down with extra machiuery to assist 
her over the center. She was so filled up be­ 
low her decks with cog wheels, shafts and 
belting that there was little room for 
cabins, and when she came from New 
York 
with 
a 
tow 
the 
few 
iuhaWi- 
tants of the Straud were informed of her 
approach, or endeavor to approach, several 
hours before her arrival by the rattle and roar 
of her cog wheels and other extra machinery, 
which could be distinctly heard from below 
thoEsopus Meadows; and with two empty 
barges and an ebb tide several hours would 
be consumed in reaching the mouth of the 
creek after rounding the Meadows. The last 
I saw of the Delaware her bones were repos- 
iug on the flat above the Company’s boatyard, 
near the South Rondout ferry. 
The next boat to make its appearauce in 
the creek was the Victory, Captain Battle 
having been promoted from the little Rondout 
to the command of the Victory. The Victory 
in those days was a marvel—she had a ladies’ 
cabin on deck, a promenade deck from her 
engine clear aft, a pilot house, and a beam 
engine whisli was always breaking down. 
Next came the Emerald, like the Congress 
and Hudson, owned by Poughkeepsie people. 
Captain William Tremper commanded the 
Emerald the first season she ran out of the 
creek, but afterward sold out to Captain John 
Ketcliam, who remained in her until she was 
caught on the rocks, called “the Sisters,” in 
the Highlands and sank iu deep water.' Those 
three boats, the Hudson, Victory and Emerald 
were fixtures in the creek for several years, 
and were followed by the Norwich, New Jer­ 
sey, Santa Clau3, Mobegan, Highlander, 
Nortli America, Manhattan, Alida, Thomas 
Powell, James W. Baldwin, Mary Powell, 
Thomas Cornell, and tho fleet of the modern 
times which are perhaps better.known to you 
than to myself. 
Tho Victory was owned by the Delaware 
& Hudson Canal Company, who employed 
her in towing coal barges. She wa3 con­ 
stantly breaking down until her engine by 
constant repairs had become about a uew one, 
when the company became disgusted with 
steamboats and sold tho Victory-to Captain 
D. P. Mapes, giving him a contract to tow 
their coal to New York for Gve years at thirty 
seven and a half cent3 per ton. Captain 
Mapc3, one of the mo3t enterprising men wc 
had among us in those days, having started 
an opposition boat, called the General Jack­ 
son, out the creek, he continued iu the busi­ 
ness of towing and carrying freight and pass­ 
engers for several years, spending all the 
profits in building, establishing lines of stages 
and other improvements for Rondout, until 
iq 1844 the sinking of the Victory and 
other misfortunes so disheartened him that he 
left us to taka a new start in the West, where, 
I understand, he b&3 had the usual variety of 
sunshiae and storm, and it is universally con­ 
ceded that ho has been the master spirit in 
building the boautiful city of Iiipon in Wis­ 
consin, with its schools aud cottages, but 
with what benefit to bis own pecuniary inter­ 
est I am unable to say. God bless his declin­ 
ing years. 
Now, to return to boats properly called 
North River boats, running from Albany to 
New York: Let it be understood that the four 
boats mentioned in tho opening of this letter 
—the North America, Albany, Constitution 
and Constellation—were wonderful improve­ 
ments on the class that preceded them, name­ 
ly : the James Keut, Chancellor Livingston and 
Swiftsure. Let me try Jto give you an idea of 
tho latter class: I will take the best one of the 
lot. Late in the fail of 1828, while on board 
my sloop at the foot of Dey street, in New 
York, one morning tho Jamc3 Kent came to 
the end ot the pier, and it was aoou rumored 
that the Delaware £ Hudsou Canal Company 
were negotiating for her purchase, to run her 
out of the creek. About 10 o'clock Mr. John 
Bolton, then President of the company, was 
seen coming up the pier and then to go on 
board the Jame3 Kent. Curiosity led several 
persons, myself among the number, to follow 
Mr. Bolton. That gentleman inquired for the 
engineer of the steamer, and that augqst in­ 
dividual having presented himself, Mr. Bolton 
asked: 
“ Are you the engineer of this boat ? ’’ 
“ I am,” was the reply. 
“ Are the engine and boiler in good condi­ 
tion?” 
“ They are.” 
• “ now long does it take to make a trip to 
Albany? ” 
“ That depends on the weather and tide.” 
“ How much wood do you burn in making 
the passage ? ” (all boats ii3ed wood for fuel in 
those clays. 1 
“ Well, that depends on the weather and 
tide, too.” 
“ Suppose everything i3 favorable,?” 
“ If wc start on the first of the flood aud 
have fair wind, I think we can mako the pass­ 
age with ninety cord3 of wood.” 
This was encouraging, as the boat was 
schooner rigged, carried immense square top­ 
sails, and the ninety cords of wood to be of 
the best quality of yellow pine, well seasoned, 
at from five to six dollars per cord. 
It was several years after this that any one 
could be induced to try the experiment of 
burning coal in a steamer’s furnaces to make 
steam,aud tho first boat that ever tried it witli 
perfect success wa3‘the North America num­ 
ber two, the boat which was afterward owned 
by Messrs. Romer & Tremper, and which ran 
from their dock in Rondout. She reduced the 
expense of fuel from forty cords of wood at 
about six dollars per cord to eight tons of 
coal at four dollars and firty cents per ton.— 
Previous to the appearance of the North and 
South America we had on the river tho Erie, 
Champlain, Troy, Oregon, Empire of Troy, 
llendriak Hudson, Isaac Newton and some 
others, which brings U3 down to boats of your 
own recollection. 
While oil these subjects let me say a word 
dbout the flagging stone trade, which lias be­ 
come an immense business at several points 
on the river. The first flagging that appeared 
a3 an article of trade was late in the fall of 
1S29. A man, whose name I.havo forgotten, 
came down tho canal with a boat load of 
about thirty tons. 
Mr. John Bolton, tho 
President of the Delaware & 'Hudson A nal 
Compauy, bought about one-third of the cargo 
to flag around what was then called “ The 
President’s house,” now tiie residence of Mr. 
S. D. Coykendall. The remainder of the cargo 
I consented to take to New York aud en­ 
deavor to sell them for the owner. I applied 
to every stone yard in the city, not so many 
of them as now, however, and tried to sell the 
the stone, but found only one man who woult^, 
take the trouble to even examine them. Ho 
was a man named Donaldson. He would 
make no offer for them, as he said they were 
something entirely new. 
Brick was then 
used for laying walks except in case of wealthy 
people who could aflord to use what was called 
silver flag, a soft, silvery stone which wa3 
used in front of some fine residences on Broad­ 
way. Being unable to get an offer for the 
flagging I brought them back to Rondont. 
The next season I shipped them again and 
sold them to Mr. Donaldson by the lump at 
about enough to pay the freight. Those were 
the first flagging stone taken from above the 
Highlands to the New York market. 
Whenever you want another chapter from 
mv memory let me hear from you. Yours

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t h e W atlH u gfen Um.il m eetin g. 
A meeting WM held at Washington Hall 
last evening, In accordance With a call previ­ 
ously issued, to take action in opposition to 
the temperance movoment In thi3 city. About 
150 persons were present, aud the meeting 
was called to order at a little after eight o’­ 
clock. Several of the liquor dealers at first 
seemed inclined to object to the presence of 
The Freeman representative, but made no op­ 
position when be told them he had been es­ 
pecially requested to be present. 
Some of 
tbem developed quite a spirit of hostility to 
The Freeman, rather illogically denouncing it 
for its opposition to them, while at the same 
time acknowledging that it had published the 
arguments on their side. 
One member was 
very irate against the “tarn Methodists’’ and 
the women. 
The meeting wa3 organized by the appoint­ 
ment of the following officers: Hon. Freder­ 
ick Stephan, Chairman; Wm. JB. Scott, Vice 
President; W. L. Hasbroncb, Henry Kreiger, 
Secretaries. 
The first speech of the evening was quite a 
lengthy one in German by Mr. L. Dittus, iu 
which we conld only understand the frequent 
mention of “Common Council,” “Excise Com­ 
missioners,” “temperance wives and temper­ 
ance men.” 
The following committee to draft resolu­ 
tions to be presented at a future meeting was 
appointed: Jacob Freileweh, Capt. J. Myer, M. 
Yellog, Edward Cloonan, Charles Standaclier, 
B. Scbwalbacb, P. J. Flynn, Martin Ulile, John 
Huber, L. Dittus, W. II. DeGarmo, Jonathan 
W. Hashrouck. 
The only speeches in English were by. Jacob 
Freileweh, B. Kelly and Jonathan W. Ilas- 
brouck. Mr. Freileweh stated the object of 
the meeting, saying it had been called at the 
request of a number of persons who wished 
some action taken upon the subject of the 
selling and drinking of liquor. IIe said that 
he had invited and expected Fred. Ilorst to lie 
present aud address them in German, and 
Arthur J. Mellon in English. Ho went on to 
say that lie advocated the'passago of resolu­ 
tions pledging the liquor dealers not to trade 
with any person opposed to them. We bought 
our bread of the baker, our meat of the butch­ 
er, our groceries of the grocer, and our hard­ 
ware of the hardware dealer, and if they op­ 
pose us we ought uot to trade with them. 
(A voice from the audience— “Don’t forget Mr. 
Fowk3 in your resolutions; he is against us.”) 
Mr. Freileweh—Yes, we take The Freeman, 
and we like to get it every morning; we pay 
our money for it, and if it goes against us wc 
ought not to take it. 
At the close of Mr. Freileweh o remarks 
some oue called for the reading of Dr. Wise’s 
essay on temperance, a synopsis of which was 
recently published in The Freeman, and it was 
read by Mr. Charles Stephan. This occupied 
a considerable length of time, and was greeted 
with load applause. 
Calls for various persons wore made,includ­ 
ing Schwalbach, Kc-lly, Hasbrouck, Raschkc, 
Seott, Krieger and Stephan, and after some 
persuasion Mr. Raschke responded, speaking 
very excitedly in German. 
Mr. Kelly said that the essay of Dr. Wise, 
ju3t] read, was a better argument than he 
could make, and with which he fully con­ 
curred. As most of those present were Ger­ 
mans ho thought there ought to be more 
speeches in German. 
Jonathan W. Hasbrouck was then called on 
and made a brief address. lie said that as he 
was on the committee on resolutions he did 
not think this the time to make any lengthy 
speech, and he would wait until those resolu­ 
tions were presented to speak more fully. lie 
would, howaver, say this: that he did not be­ 
lieve in circumscribing any man's* liberty. 
This was one of the grand principles of our 
institutions that came down to n:s from our 
Dutch forefathers. It was a man’s right to 
drink spirituous liquor or to let it alone, a3 lie 
pleased. Thai men were bolter and happier 
when in a slat* of sobriety than when drunk 
was true, but no man bas the right to say 
whether or not his fellow shall drink. He al­ 
ways had insisted that no one had a right to 
say (o another that lie must adopt the Sab­ 
bath, or the doctrine or the practices of any 
one sect, or to say to him how lie should ob­ 
serve tho Sabbath. Ha'would say more when 
the resolutions were presented. 
* The meeting thon adjourned, subject to cal', 
and Wednesday evening at Schwalbach's was 
fixed as the time and place for the meeting of 
the committee on resolutions.

The usually quiet little village of Pine Hill was 
thrown into a terrible excitemeut Saturday 
morning, by the report of firearms, mingled 
with loud cries of murder, fire, etc., coming 
from tho direction of tho house formerly 
owned by Daniel Sagentlorf, but at that time 
occupied by Richard W. Hill. Charles Smith, 
the Justice of the Peaco, immediately sum­ 
moned a posse comitatus, and with his men 
at his heels made a rush for the place. Hap­ 
pily, upon arriving oii the premises the light 
was over; the wrock of the battle-tieid had 
been partly cleared, and no one was dead. 
This was the riot wc spoke about in Satur­ 
day’s issue of The Freeman, and to give the 
full particulars of which, the cause, the light, 
aud the result, we must go back a few years 
to the time when Daniel Sagendorf \va3 
tho happy owner of a handsome farm, with 
buildings, in the village of Piue llill. Sagen­ 
dorf, however, for some unknown cause, did 
not prosper in hi3 business, apd became deep­ 
ly involved in debt. Mr. Richard W. Hill 
loaned him at different times large amounts 
®f money, and took as security mortgages 
both on the farm and the personal property. 
On the 15th of last August, Sagendorf sold the 
place to Hill, giving him a deed therefor.— 
Soon after a judgment was recovered against 
him for several hundred dollars by Sablcr, 
Reynolds £ Dubois, hardware merchants of 
this city; and upon an execution being re­ 
turned unsatisfied, Sagendorf wa3 cited be­ 
fore the County Judge. It being then found 
that the property had all been disposed of, the 
above-named creditors petitioned to force him 
into bankruptcy. Here theu commenced the 
fight between the Sabler firm and Richard W. 
llill.Sagendorf remained true to the Hill inter* 
oit in the property. A day was fixed for the 
appointment of an assignee, which created 
considerable of a light between the opposing 
parties, the S abler party wanting Charles G. 
Cooper appoinle i, while .Daniel claimed 
that Ham. Humphrey was the proper man. 
The S&hler party triumphed, aud Cooper was 
duly appoiuted. In t;ia meantime Sagendorf 
occupied the farm as a laborer under the pay 
of Richard W. llill, until about two months 
ago, when he left the placo and moved into a 
house in another part of the village. 
Hill 
moved on tho premises, and look formal pos­ 
session of tho property. 
About this time Sagendorf began to show 
some signs oí dissatisfaction, aud finally al­ 
lied himself with Sahler & Co., deserting Mr. 
Hill entirely. Chas. G. Cooper, the assignee, 
received orders to sell tho personal property, 
and advertised such sale to take place on the 
third day of April, or Friday last. On Wed­ 
nesday of last week, Mr. llill camo to this 
city, and soon after received a dispatch that 
Sagendorf had stormed his house and after a 
bard fight managed to retain possession of 
one room. Hill immediately jumped aboard 
the train, aud upon arriving at Piuo Hill, 
found that Sagendorf, in order to get pos­ 
session so a3 to give tho assignee a '.chance to 
sell, had actually forced one of the rooms of 
the house, and moved his family aud furniture 
into it. Not caring to proceed to extremities 
without a reinforcement, a telegram was sent 
to his brother, Wm. D. Hill (better known 
perhaps as ‘tBill Hill”), who on Thursday af­ 
ternoon repaired to the scene. After a con 


•ultaUou, tba Hill party then charged on the 
Sagendorf works, and capturing .most of the 
furniture threw It outside, then barricaded the 
doors and prepared for a siege. Bill went 
over to a neighbor and soon night came on, 
and Pine Hill, as well as the rest of the world, 
was wrapped in slumber, little dreaming that 
the first hour3 of morning would bring to their 
ears the horrid diu of war, the pistol shot, ttie 
scream of women, and the tierce oaths of 
men. 
The first sound that broko the stillness of 
Friday morning wa3 a tremendous crash, fol­ 
lowed soon after by a piercing scream, aud 
then a jumble of male voice.3 that betokened 
a dire conflict and reached even the ears of 
the sweetly-slumbering William, telling him 
plainly the war had beguu. He immediately 
jumped from his bed, and, putting on 
his clothes a3 lie ran, hurried up the bill to 
the assistance of his brother. William being 
somewhat given to corpulency, this great ex­ 
ertion on his part caused him to wheeze at a 
fearful rate, sounding over the village very 
much like letting off the steam of a Hudson 
River steamboat. This noise, added to the 
din created by the combatants, aroused the 
’Squire, who hurriedly jumped from his bed, 
aud, summoning a posse, started for the house, 
followed by the rest of the inhabitants of Pine 
Hill—men, women and children—as soon as 
they could button on their garments. 
William reached the house first, and there 
found Daniel armed to tho teetli with a very 
sharp axe, backed by his sou Theodore, who 
wielded an immense war-club (the larger part 
of a railroad tie), iu possession of one room of 
the house, and vainly attempting to drive 
Richard from the room. Richard, however, 
like some knight of olden times, bravely held 
his ground, and as soon as he saw his brother 
Bill, took the offensive and charging on Dan­ 
iel, attempted to put him hors tin. combat. 
Dauiel raised his battle-axe and no doubt 
would have split Richard from end to end had 
he not promptly raised his guard, which caused 
the blow to fall upon an unlucky stove stand­ 
ing near, smashing it to atoms. Richard then 
grappled with his antagonist, when the two 
went down together. Bill, not to be behind 
hand, immediately went for the son, who plas­ 
tered William over the cranium with tbo dub, 
when both fell backwards, or, as Bill tells it, 
“ I laid that way, and he laid that way.” At 
this moment the ’Squire with his posse rushed 
breathlessly iuto the room, mounted a table, 
and after reading the riot act, demanded 
that the fighting cease. Sagendorf then 
drew ofl his 
troops to the railroad 
depot, as the train was expected every mo­ 
ment with reinforcements. When it arrived, 
Artemas Sahler, Charles G. Cooper the as­ 
signee, and William Lounsbery the attorney, 
alighted, and Mr. Sahler, putting himself at 
the head of the troops, proceeded to move at 
once upon the enemy’s works, during which 
proceeding, as they marched down the hill, 
the attorney addressed each man, informing 
him of the strict legal manner of cracking an 
opponent’s skull. In the meantime, however, 
tho Hill party had been reinforced by another 
Hill, well-known as Ike, a geutlemau some­ 
what renowned as having lived in the far west 
for a number of years, of having smelt Indian 
blood, and also for being able to pick a copper 
penny with a Colt’s navy revolver at a hun­ 
dred yards. As sooii a3 the attacking party 
caught sight of this well-known western gen­ 
tleman, they halted their brigade and com­ 
menced a tremendous tight with that woman’s 
weapon, the tongue. After a great deal of 
blasphemy had been exchanged between them, 
the assignee adjourned the sale, and the 
Kingston parly left for Big Indian. The, last 
heard of the war was a tremendous quarrel on 
Wall street Saturday morning between Bill 
Hill and Sahler, in which each one called the 
other every known term in the dictionary of 
excoriation, but which resulted in nothing ex­ 
cept an immense gale of wind which swept up 
a great cloud of dHst, but did no other dam­ 
age. 


A lo n g I lie N. V ., K . A S. B a il r au d . 
Large gangs of laborers are hard at work 
putting tho track of tho N. Y., K. & S. Rail­ 
road in good condition for the spring work. 
A new hotel, with a piazza about a3 large 
as the building, lias been erected near the 
Olive Bridge nation on the N. Y., K. & S. 
Railroad. A new building is also being erect­ 
ed by Hover, a merchant of that place. 
Daring the past two weeks tho meadows 
and woods have been so dry along the line of 
the N. Y., K. & S. Railroad, that the people 
whose dwellings were near the road hare 
hardly been able to 3leep o’nights for fear of 
tire. Whenever a spark from a locomotive fell 
upon the dry sod, the fire ran wild, sometimes 
burning over several acres before the flames 
could be subdued. In a number of places the 
swamp3 were fired, and the Beaverkill Swamp 
on Saturday and Sunday was pretty well burn­ 
ed over before the snow came and effectually 
squelched the Are. The wind has iblown for 
the past week at a fearful rate, so it was im­ 
possible at times on the roads to guide a 
horse because of the heavy clouds of dust that 
enveloped both the animal and driver. In the 
hollows in the [ShauJakon mountains, where 
the wintbwas confined between two ridges, it 
swept down with almost irresistible force, car­ 
rying sucli loose articles a3 boards,fence rails, 
shingles, Ac., along in its course. During 
these gusts it was impossible for man or beast 
to travel against the wind, and the only course 
was to get in some sheltered place until its 
violence had been spent. 
Ice is still being shipped from Beaverkill in 
large quantities. This ico was taken from 
the pond some time ago, and stored until it 
could be transported to the river. 
One of the passenger trains on the N. Y., 
K. & S. R. R. came near being thrown from 
the track on Monday, by a couple bunches of 
hoop-pole3 rolling from one of the fiat cars 
under the wheels. A great source of clanger 
on this road is the liability of freight, such 
as ties, hoop-poles, and cord-wood piled on 
the flat cars, to roll ofl the end of the car 
across the track. Should the train be running 
fast the chances will be that the cars are 
thrown ofl. So far, however, good luck seems 
to have been with the road, but a little more 
watchfulness will hurt no ono. 
Watson Bishop of Shokan lias gone to Iowa 
to try hi3 hand at agriculture. Success to 
him. 
Colonel Harrison White, who for several 
years has been located in Watson Hollow ou 
an immense track of timber land owned by 
him, ha3 removed to West Shokan, where he 
will engage in the mercantile and lumberin 
business on a large scale. The Colonel lias 
hired a portion of the brick building of 
Samuel Boice, which lie will use for a store

There lias been considerable joking at Fisli- 
kill Lauding regarding the termination of the 
Vanderwerker bigamy suit. It appears that 
certain parties at the above place went bail 
for the ox-Justice, and when the case was 
called at the last Sessions at Poughkeepsie, 
the bigamist himself appeared in court in ans­ 
wer to the summons, which relieved his bonds­ 
men from their liabilities. The case was 
further adjourned, and the prosecuting coun­ 
sel having failed to demand any additional 
bonds for tho future appearance of tho de­ 
fendant, consequeutly on the subsequent call­ 
ing of the case, and the non-appearance of the 
accused, Judge J. F. Barnard had no alterna­ 
tive but to declare that the Vanderwerker 
bonds were forfeited. In the meantime the 
boots and shoes which were in the store of the 
defendant wore quietly disposed of, sundry 
other property aflairs arranged, and while the 
constable wa3 puffing and blowing on a scout 
with a warrant for the arrest of the gay biga­ 
mist on the alimony question, “his honor” 
was reported to be with wife number two rid­ 
ing ou two rails, some fifteen hundred miles 
away, “goiDg West.”
